Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, and 5-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1 , 5, 6, 7, 9, 1 5, 1 6, 1 7, 1 9, 20, and 21 , the prior 

art, King et al. (US 5,319,542), discloses a system for ordering items from an electronic 
catalogue including a public catalogue (second prices) and a private catalogue for 
selling items at special prices (first prices) to special groups that have volume purchase 
agreements or corporate contract discounts or are special trading partners. King also 
discloses that customer access control is used to inhibit or permit access to particular 
databases. 

King lacks the teaching of determining whether a customer certification is to be 
performed based on the network address accessed by the customer and certifying the 
customer by referring to a database storing constituent member information and 
providing first and second sales prices to a constituent member, wherein the first price 
is lower than the second price. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious.
